In accordance with that statutory provteion. it Is proposed that the 
Government of Colombia agree that the net proceeds of sale received by 
the Government of Colombia in disposing of any weapon, weapons 
system, munition, aircraft, military boat military vessel, or other defense 
artlcie, including scrap from any $uch defense article, received heretofore 
or hereafter on a grant basis from the Unfed States government will oe 
paid to fre United States government and shall be available to pay all 
official costs of the United states including ail costs relating to tne

financing of international educational and cultural exchange activities" I n 
which the Government' of Colombia participates. 

It is understood that this agreement does not affect any prior 
agreement by the fiovemment of Colombia to return to the United States 
Government any defense articles furnished by the United States 
Government on a grant oasis when sucn articles are no'/onger needed for 
tho purposes for which they were furnished, without the co/ibbM af the 
United States Government to another disposition. 

It is further proposed that the Foreign Ministry's reply stating that 
the foregoing is acceptable to the Government of Colombia shall, togetner 
with this note, constitute an agreement between our governments on this 
subject, to be effective from the date o? the Foreign Ministry's reply/ 

If this propose! Is acceptable to the Government of the kepublis of 
Colombia, the Embassy proposes that this note and the Ministry's 
affirmative note in reply shall constitute an agreement between the two 



governments which Shall snter Into fores on the date of she Ministry's 
reply.
